Motorized rural mail service will 
be abolished providing a bill 
which 
Representative Will R. Mood, ! of 
Lafayette, 
has 
introduced in 
the 
ower house of congress becomes a 
law*. 


Complaints of the inefficiency of 
the service not only in Wayne coun­ 
ty but in other counties in the state, 
where it has been in vogue longer 
than it has here, are responsible for 
the introduction 
of the 
measure 
which provides for the substitution 
of the horse drawn mail service for 
automobiles on routes 
which 
have 
been motorized alerady and for the 
rescinding of plans for the m otoriza­ 
tion of other routes. 


Latest developments in the 
mail 
muddle, 
according 
to 
Richmond 
newspapers, are promises of 
Con­ 
gressman Gray to restore the ser­ 
vice to its form er efficiency, inves­ 
tigation of two postal 
inspectors 
who found the motorized routes too 
long and the assertion of Gray that 
the mail muss is responsible for*the 
opposition against him 
developing 
in the candidacy of John M. Lontz 
of Richmond for 
the 
Democratic 
nomination. 
G ray 
asserts 
it 
is 
utterly unfair foil* rural mail p a ­ 
tron- to blame the trouble on 
to 
him because he declares he went to 
Washington 
to 
protest 
against 
motorizing the routes at the time of 
its proposal. 


The two postal inspectors expect­ 
ed to forw ard their report to W ash­ 
ington today. 
It is reliably report­ 
ed, according 
to Richmond 
news­ 
papers, that the inspectors will in­ 
form the postoffice departm ent that 
twelve routes 
are 
not enough 
to 
serve properly the people of Wayne 
county. 
It is not known how many 
additional routes will be recommend­ 
ed. 
While the effect of the hill is gen­ 
eral, Mr. Woods introduced it with 
the idea of relieving conditions ex­ 
isting in Indiana. 
It has been re­ 
ferred to a committee o f the house, 
and in event the bill is reported out 
favorably, its passage 
is probable. 
Undoubtedly it will be supported by 
Representative Finly H. Gray, whose 
experience with the 
motorized ser­ 
vice has been most annoying, 
not 
only a s regards his political future, 
but as concerns his present peace 
and quietude of mind. 
Representative Wood said that he 
receives complaints daily from con­ 
stituents 
of 
Tippecanoe 
county 
where the motorized service was in­ 
augurated 
more 
than 
six months 
ago. 
He said the patrons contend it 
has proved a great disappointment. 
“I am receiving complaints every 
day not only from Tippecanoe coun- 
ey, but elsewhere in Indiana where 
the service has been \ motorized,” 
said he. “Patrons who formerly had 
their mail delivered at their doors 
at 9 and 10 o'clock in the morning, 
write to me th at they are now get­ 
ting it lajte in the afternoon. Some 
have to walk a inile to their boxes.” 
Mr. Wood ai>o is openly criticis­ 
ing Representative Gray and others 
who have been responsible for car­ 
riers under the old system being re­ 
moved in favor of political hench­ 
men in substitution of the new sys­ 
tem. 
“Rural 
carriers 
are being 
re­ 
moved without any w arrant of law 
and in direct violation of the civil 
service.*' he said. 
“The whole plan 
is very obnoxious to the rural peo­ 
ple and 
the 
departm ent 
should 
abandon it and re-tore the efficient 
service which existed before the de­ 
partm ent 
conceived the 
mistaken 
notice that the thing to do was to 
rip up a service that wa- well suited 
to the needs of the public.”

Wood’s bill would he store exactly the 
same status that existed before the 
departm ent turned its 
attention to 
motorizting the rural routes.

holds, is a question up to the

There were indications today that 
organization m atters 
may 
trou b le 
the miners du ring the sessions which 
will extend over two or three weeks. 
President John P. White for the first 
time refu sed to give ou t his 
b i- 
ennkil report in advance, saying that 
it is of su ch extreme im portance tha t, 
he did not care to take chances. His 
report was to b e presented later to­ 
day or tomorrow. 
The miners are preparing to de­ 
mand of the operators an increase 
in wages of b etween 10 per cent and 
20 per cent. Tt is u nu su al that con­ 
tracts for b oth the hard and

Railroad Commission, came back to- 
day in reply to the statement of 
General Passenger Agent Craig, of 
the) Chicago Great Western railroad, 
regarding the increase in passenger 
fares. 
Not only were 
passenger 


fares higher than in any other great 
civilized nation on earth toefore the 
^recent increase, -he said, but during 
the seven years under two 
cent 


fares, the total passenger' revenue of 
the 46 railroads were $600,000,000 
greater than during- the proceeding 
years of higher maximum fares. 


Thorne -said: 
"In view of the attack which was 


made upon the policy of the state 
railroad commission, by Mr. Craig, 
the general agent 
for the Chicago

"As you step up to the ticket office 


today, and pay the railroads the ex- 
tra quarter, or extra dollar or two, 
caused by -the 20 per cent increase 
in passenger fares there are a few 
things worth remembering. 


"1st. 
Please remember that our 


passenger fares, before these ad- 
vances, were already higher than in 
any other great civilized nation. 


"2d. During the past seven years,
